AlmoEt idtal rcciog weather prevailed at 
Worth yrstcrdey acd the popular Chicago 
Bidge couree boohed its bauner day of att .ad- 
auee. The track wae almcet at its beet and a 
better day’s sport ha e cot been eeen hereabout 
in Bometime. Betting wae unusually brisk, the 
bookies getting the beet patronage of the meet- 
ing thus far. As usual the half-holiday crowd 
wae on hand but in larger numbers than here- 
tofore. 

The feature event was the Blue Island Handi- 
cay for three-year-olds and upward at one and 
one-quarter miles, with $1,0C0 added. Much in- 
terest was taken from the contest by the with- 
drawing of Barrack, St, Marcos and Federal at 
the last moment. Even at that a field of eight 
faced the barrier, the adjustment of the weights 
giving them all a supposed chance to take down 
the plum. Argregor was always a prime favor- 
ite in the betting, being held at 9 to 5, while the 
Hildreth entry. Searcher acd Bolling Boer, was 
made the second choice. Argregor justified the 
belief that Denman Thompson beat him by a 
fluke the day before by putting up a clever 
performance and wincing in impressive style. 
Haviland, closely attended first by Searcher 
and then by Kentucky Babe, set a bot pace for 
a mile and an eighth, where Winkfleld, who 
had held Argregor always within easy distance 
of the leaders, called on him and ha responded 
with a rush, beating Haviland to the line rather 
handily by a half length, while the latter fin- 
ished a length before Kentucky Babe. Havi- 
lacd’s race wae a good one and ha held on 
longer than usual. Kentucky Babe ran the best 
race of her career. Strangest finished fourth 
and would have been much closer up at the 
finish if be bad not been pocketed against the 
inside rail in the last eighth.* Bolling Boer and 
Searcher bad enough when a furlong out. Den- 
man ThoiApeon was always outrun and failed 
in the last quarter to show his usual powerful 
finishing rush. 

The day’s opener went to Tom Byau’s The 
Pride after a vigorous ride through the final 
furlong. It was a seven furlongs dash, for 
which Federal wae held as equal choice with 
him, both of their odds hovering around the 
even money mark. At flag fall The Pride shot 
to the front at once and held a commanding 
lead to the last eighth post, where Federal 
closed up on him. The latter, although under 
strong piesEure in the closing strides, could not 
quite got up. The Pride winning by a long neck 
with Tom Kingsley third, six lengths back of 
Federal. Both Tom Kingsley and L,ady Elite 
shewid well for six furlongs, but were very leg 
weary by the time the lice bad been reached. 

Little Eikin proved too much the best in the 
second race, a run over a mile and a half route. 
Linden Ella started out to make the running 
and held a good lead for the first seven fnrlongs 
where she bad enough and fell back beaten. 
Little Elkin then took up the paesmaking and 
remained in front thereafter to the end, winning 
easily by two lengths from El Caney,-fae beat- 
ing Sarilla the same distance for second place. 
Coburn rode a clever race on El Caney, but the 
winner wae too much for his mount. Barilla, 
the favorite, ran below expectations, tiring 
badly when the pinch esme and had all she 
could do to outlive Valdez for third place. The 
latter was the medium of a heavy plunge, but 
tired and sprawled badly in the last eighth. 

St. Cntbbert wae thought to have a mortgage 
on the third race, a five furlongs dash, being 
always held at even money or less in the ring. 
He got off none too well but succeeded in get- 
ting into the lead by the time the stretch turn 
had been reached but along about the last 
•igbth he was joined by Alzura. The latter 



proved too much for him in the last fifty yards, 
gradually drawing away and winning by a 
length. Small Jack finished stoutly next to 
the inside rail in the last eighth and wae la pped 
on St. Cntbbert at the finish, Emma B. as 
usual showed early speed but faded away rap- 
idly when the rub came. St. Cuthbert had not 
raced in some time and the race should do him 
good, Georgia as customary ran a dull race 
even with Coburn in the saddle. 

Tammany Chief, after many attempts here 
lately, finally put one over the plate, winning 
the fourth race, a dash once around the circle, 
in a rather easy fashion by a length from Eve- 
lyn Byrd, which finished three lengths before 
Chorus Boy for second money. Evelyn Byrd 
led up to the last sixteenth and appeared all 
over the winner, but quit when challenged by 
the winner in the last fifty yards. Eva Bice 
showed a little early speed, but tired and fall 
back when the bead of the stretch had bean 
reached. 

The last race of the day proved an easy thing 
for Mabel Winn, which made her field look 
cheap. It was a five and a half furlongs 
scramble for two-year-olds, and it was juppessd 
to be a sixteenth further than she likes to go ; 
but she gave the lie to such a belief by winning 
in a canter tby five lengths from Queen W., she 
beating Santa Teresa three, lengths for second 
place. Zibia showed quite a turn of speed for 
a half mile, but grew leg weary rapidly in the 
last quarter. Santa Teresa finished fast, nip- 
ping Jane Oaker on the post for third money.

It is reported in New York that Danny Maher, 
the only American boy in England who has in- 
variably received kind words from the turf 
critics, will be paid $25,000 as a retainer by the 
Duke of Devonshire. The announcement made 
Friday to the effect that Maher had received 
this engagement caused considerable pleasure 
to the 1 metropolitan racing men. Maher wae 
j very popular in New York. He went to Eng- 
land to* ride for the late Pierre Lorillard, By 
being retained by the Duke of Devonshire, 
Maher becomes, so far as the social ladder of 
the race world is concerned, the premier jockey 
of England, and also the royal jockey, for King 
Edward’s racing string is racing under Devon- 
shire’s name. When Queen Victoria died the 
King had to transfer the horses ha ran as Prince 
of Wales. They include Diamond Jubilee, win- 
ner of last year’s Derby. 

Maher is to get, in addition to his retainer, 
which is the biggest ever paid to an American, 
a princely salary. The Duke, and of course, the 
King, wiU have his services exclusively. The 
only jockey who ever equaled the figures to be 
paid Maher was Fred Archer, the greatest 
jockey England ever turned out. 

Said the Cincinnati Commercial Tribune of 
yesterday: “It is said that the Campbell 
County Grand Jury, now in session, will make a 
partial report today, and in which it returns an 
indictment against F, F. Fowler, manager of 
the Newport race track. The charge is that of 
conducting a betting ring at the Newport track 
during the race meeting held last spring and 
summer. The authorities secured sufilcient 
evidence to prove to the jury that the laws had 
been violated. It is also rumored that a num- 
ber of bookmakers that were at the track will 
meet a similar fats. 

“The indictment does not come as a surprise 
to Manager Fowler, and he has stated that he 
feels thoroughly safe behind the charter of the 
Queen City Jockey Club. He claims that the 
charter, or rather the articles of incorporation, 
of his track places it in the same position as all

The 
codification of the Kentucky laws knocked ont 
all special legislation by the Legislature and 
put Latonia, LonisvUle and Lexington on tbe 
same footing as the Newport track.”

No subscriptions will be received 
from owners, jockeys, etc,, the trainers only, as 
a body, desiring to thus demonstrate their ap- 
preciation of Mr. Whitney’s efforts in behalf of 
racing interests generally, and particularly in 
connection with the Saratoga Association, tbe 
large increase in stakes and purses, which is 
directly due to him and tha great impetus given 
to breeding by tha large amounts paid for 
Hamburg, Meddler. Nasturtium, Endurance by 
Bight, and so many other high priced thorough- 
breds of various ages. 

New York report says that Eddie Burke is a 
bigger loser on the season’s racing than any 
other bookmaker has ever been in this country. 

He is credited with being $150,000 loser on the 
year, and there are only a few days for him to 
get back part or all of that immense amount of 
money. Burke is probably the largest operator 
this country has ever seen. He operates in 
thousands where others deal in dollars. At 
Westchester last year he was a big loser, but on 
the closing day of the meeting they broke well 
and ha quit something like $10,000 winner on 
tbe day, 

Mr. Burke is not alone in his bad luck. Other 
big operators are in the same box, their losses 
ranging from $25,000 to $100,000. The present 
meeting has been especiallyidisastrons to them, 

Mr, Edward (Corrigan’s greatest success in 
England is with English-bred horses and he 
won at Manchester with Fancy Man, by Best 
Man, and Semper Vigilans, by Carbine. Fancy 
Man won the Prince Edward Handicap of 1,670 
sovereigns, carrying 94 pounds, and running a 
mile and a quarter in 2 :08|4, This is an English 
record for the distance. At the same meeting 
Mr. M, I’Anson’s Bread Knife filly Loch Doon 
ran five fnrlongs in 57%,when she won the Pala- 
tine Handicap. 

The bast English record for tha distance is^ 
97%, by Othery, at Epsom, three years ago.— 
Exchange, 

Colonel Charles Green, of St. Louis, was in 
Cincinnati a few days since and in tha course of 
an interview said : “ I have been on a short 
visit over in Indiana, among old friends, and 



am on my way back to St. Louis. No, my visit 
here has nothing to do with racing. We have 
bad one meeting this year of thirty days at the 
Fair Grounds, and the present meeting will 
continue for the same length of time. 
The racing, with ns, has been successful, 
viewed from every standpoint this year. I 
believe that tha differences between the 
American Turf Congress and Western Jockey

Colonel Green said the prospect 
for good racing next year was excellent. He 
felt that there would be no more fighting among 
racing associations, as this season’s experience 
has been too costly to be repeated.” 

John Walters, the Canadian horseman, has 
arrived at Nashville and is in charge of George 
Handrie’s stable, which will winter there. John 
Greener’s stable is in fine condition and he has 
some of the best looking two-year-olds in the 
country. William Gerst, who bagged several 
purses at the last meeting, was not content with 
the quality of bis racers, and has bought a new 
stable of one to three-year-olds, and will be in 
position to capture rich stakes.
